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REQUIREMENTS CONCERHING THE HOLDING OF AN APPRQPRIATE - .
MEDICAL CERTIFICATE, ITS RENEWAL, AND DISPLAY WITH
- RESFECT TO FLIGHT RADIO OFERATCRS . ,
Present regulations relating o the certification of flight radio

operators do not' prescribe any period of validity for medical cértificates
for these ajirmen, nor are they rrohibited from performing their dutles
durlng a period of any known physical deficiency which would render .them
unable to meet the physicsl requirements prescribed for the issuance of
their currently effective medical certificates,  Also, these airmen are
not required to have thelr airman or medical certificates in their personal
posgession.while exercising the privilegsof such certificates and. are not
requ;red to produce thesé certificates at the “equést of préper authority.

The purpose of thls amendment is to require an airman holding a flight
radyo operator xertificate to meet; anmually, the medical standards pre-
scribed for such certificate, and to prohibit him from serving as a flight
radio operator when his physical conditionis less than the requlrements of
his effective pedical certificates  The amendment will also require the
airman to have his airman and medical certificates in his personal posses= -
sion at all times while exereising the privileges of the airmen certificate,
and to present these certlficates to the proper authority upon request.

Inberested persons have been afferded an opportunity to partlclpate
in the making of this amendment, and due consideration has been given to
all relevant matter presented.

In consideration af the foregoing the Civil ieronautics Board hereby
amends Part 33 of the Civil Air Regulations (L4 CFR, Part 33) effective
Novombor 10, 1948“ '

1. By "edding a new § 33,13 to read as follows:

33413 Certificate, No individual shall serve in the flight crew as
a flight y¥adic operitor unless he has in hie personal possession while 'so
serving a valid flight radio operator certificate issued by the Administrator.
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2. By adding a new 8 33.14 to read as follows:

334;5 Medical certificate and renewal. No individual shall
exercise the privileges of a flight radio operator certificate unless
he has in his perscnal possession while so serving a medical certifi-
cate or éther evidence satisfactory to the Administrator showing that
he has met the physical requirements aporopriate to his certificate
within the preceding 12 calendar months,

3. By adding 2 new 5 33'15 to read as folléws:

gﬁ, 15 Certlflcate display, A flight raddo operator shall, upon
request, present his airman'and medical certificates for examlnatlon
by any representative of thp Civil Aeronautics Board or Administrator
or by any State or locsl law enforcememt officer.

L, By adding a new 8 33,16 to read as follows:

33,16 Operation during physical deficiency, No flight radio ope
erator shall exercise the privileges of his airman certlficate during
any period of known physical def1c1ency or increase in physical de-

" ficiency which would render him unable to meet the physical require-
ments prescribed for the 1ssuance of his currentlf effectlve medical
certlflcate.,
